Frankfort, Ky.. Feb. 25 —One would 
think the senatorial Hunt had become 
a stale and uninteresting subject In 
Frankfort by this time, but It is near- 
ly the sole topic of conversation now. 
Just as it was the first week In Jan- 
uary, in every little coterie of politi- 
cians that happen together in the ho- 
tels every day and night.

Wbeu 
the legislatures of other states find 
that something is needed by the state, 
they appropriate enough money to get 
what Is needed and get It of the first 
class. In other words, what Is worth 
doing is worth doing well. Not so In 
Kentucky, however. Ordinarily when 
the state of Kentucky needs something 
thai Other states readily pay $:.0,ono 
or |4O,OO0 for. to get It first class, the 
legislative chcese-parers take it in 
hand and cut It down to $. r ..OO0 or $10,- 
000. which resultB in poor building or 
poor service. As an example, other 
states expend from $7. r .,000 to $200,000 
a year to enforce their pure food laws, 
while Kentnucky expends but $15,000. 
and as a consequence the fund gives 
out the first six months each year and 
nothing can he done the last six 
months to prosecute the violators of 
the pure food laws. A recent legisla- 
ture appropriated a million dollars for 
a new statehouse and a magnificent 
building has been erected but is not 
yet furnished. To hear some of the 
che ese parers talk they want the build- 
ing raratahed out of a 10-cent store. A 
Bnllion<4oUar structure should have all 
its appointments in keeping with its 
appearance, and if a proper appropria- 
tion Is made. Kentucky will have a 
statehouse that will be a matter of 
state pride. If the penurious ones get 
In their work, everybody will be dis 
gusted with It and In a short time all 
the cheap furniture will be thrown out 
or worn out and another appropriation 
will be necessary, which means th.it 
ite appropriation will 
be an absolute loss.

Alexander Cruden, the Compiler of the 
Bible Concordance. 

Alexander Cruden, the persevering 
and painstaking compiler of the fa- 
mous Concordance to the Bible, was 
appointed bookseller to the queen or 
George II by Sir Robtfl Walpole The 
Concordance which has conferred ce 
lebrlty on bis name was published and 
dedicated to gueen Caroline In 17:17 
He was permitted to preseut a copy or 
It In person to her majesty, who, he 
■aid. smiled upon him and assured Min 
ahe was much obliged to him She 
died sixteen days Hfterwnrd. and Cm 
den did not reap the hen fit of the 
cjueen's apprechit Ion which he had 1111 
tlclpated He prepared a second edl 
tlon twenty-four years afterward uud 
dedicated It to her griindson, George 
III For this and a thirl edition Is- 
sued In 17ii!> he reaped a reward or 
£800. 

Cruden was a very eccentric eturnc 
ter and was thrice placed In private 
lunatic asylums He designated BloV 
seir "Alexander the Corrector" and 
also the "Corrector of Morals." his 
claim to the latter title consisting In 
his stopping all persons whom he met 
In public places on Sundays and ad 
monlshlng them to go home and keep 
the Sabbath day holy He was I great 
believer In the distribution of tracts 
and spent n great part or his means In 
this way 

It seems difficult to believe that nn 
eccentric man of this sort should have 
his name associated with such a re- 
markably painstaking book as his Con 
cordance undoubtedly Is, as It must 
have cost an enormous amount of la- 
bor Id Its compilation, but it was prob 
ably the severity of bis occupation that 
unhinged his mind He died at Cam- 
den Btreet, Islington, on Nov. 1, 1770.
